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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hara. 

Hara discloses an image forming apparatus (Fig. 1) comprising a selector (i.e. 
ACS) allowing a user to select a monochrome or multi-color image processing operation 
on image data obtained by scanning an original image (Col. 1, lines 13-15); an 
automatic image forming mode setting section for defining image forming conditions 
which are automatically set in automatic image forming mode (Col. 9, lines 52-56); and 
a controller 300 for outputting a control signal indicating whether or not to pre-scan the 
original image for distinguishing the type of original when the automatic image forming 
mode is selected to use the image forming conditions defined in the automatic image 
forming mode setting section (Col. 10, lines 46-53). 

Hara further discloses the image forming apparatus further comprising a platen 
glass 301 ; and an image scanner 380 for obtaining the image data by scanning the 
original image placed on the platen glass. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: None of the prior art of record teaches the controller having an ability to cause 
the image forming apparatus to perform image forming operation without pre-scanning 
the original image when the user has selected the monochrome image processing 
operation and to perform the image forming operation after pre-scanning the original 
image when the user has selected the multi-color image processing operation.
